A Proposed Road. 

A paopoaed wagon road to be 
made between Hnzel Green and ^ 
Helechawa. The proposed road ^ 
shall be a good, smooth, graded < 
wagon-rond to extend from the t 
corner of John M. Rose it Sous' ' 
!*tore, on Main Street, Hazel Green, J 
and extend to the river at Nsola. | 

The road throughout from be- | 
ginning to end shall be graded op i 
in an oval shape, and of sufficient * 
height to drain well; It shall have ■ 
a ditch on either side sufficient | 
to receive the water from the|pad, | 
and that which may flow in from i 
the outside; The said ditches shall | 
be so made that they will readily | 
drain all water from the road-way. , 

The tups of bills and high places { 
shall be cut down as far as practi- i 
cal and the dirt deposited in the 
low places. 

Calverts and bridges made of 
good timbers, covered with good 
two inch oak planks shall be plac¬ 
ed across the road at intervals; 
These culverts and bridges shall 
lie 10 feet in length, and of suffi¬ 
cient uumber and size to conduct 
the water from the road-way. 

Rocky hill will be made smooth 
with an even rise, aud broadeued 
so that teams can pass on it. If 
in event the County should open 
up a new road around Rooky hill 
the Road company will make said 
new road, same as specified above 
for toe other part ef the road in¬ 
stead of the ai^do'tied part. 

The same kind of work will be 
done 6n the 'Dt^boro hill as on 
the Rocky bill, or in the event a 
new road should be opened up 
around the hill, the said new road 
will be graded up the same as 
■pecifled for the other part of the 
road. 

The Road Co. shall keep the 
road in condition aud repair for 
one year after the completion of 
aaid road. 

Work shall be l>eguti on the road 
as suon* as sufficient funds are 
pledged to insure the amount nec- 
cessary for the completion of the 
said road. 

Twenty-five per cent, of the 
amount pledged towards the mak¬ 
ing of such a road shall be paid to 
the Road Co. upon the completion 
. of one half the work, of the 
amount pledged shall be paid up- 
I on the completion of the road, and 
the remainder, one year from the 
date of the completion of the road.
